I assume you do not have a simple way like an inductance meter, HI. What I 
would do is use an audio signal generator with a scope and a variable 
resistor. I assume this would be a lot of inductance, at least 10 henries. 
Remember the formula for inductive reactance; X=2xpixf*L. First measure the 
DC resistance and write it down. More than likely it will be small enough 
relative to the reactance to effect your calculation, but if not you can 
enter it into the calculation later. Set the signal generator to 100 Hz and 
put the variable resistor in series with the inductor and the other side of 
the inductor to the signal generators return. Measure the voltage at the 
signal generator output and the junction of the variable and the inductor. 
Adjust the variable resistor until the voltage at the junction (of the 
inductor and the other side of the variable) is 1/2 of the voltage out of 
the generator into the variable, then you know what X is at 100 Hz. It is 
the value of the variable resistor. Use it in the above formula to calculate 
for L. If the DC resistance was not small relative to the variable's 
resistance, then just use it as another R in series and figure out the 
voltage across L and then calculate for X and L. Hope this helps. 73 - Mike

I concur with Dave's comments. I'm interested in almost any of the military 


radios, radars, countermeasures sets, navigation sets, etc from WW-I through 
Vietnam but I only collect a relatively narrow range of them. And that range 


has gotten narrower as the decades have passed, my collection has grown, and 

I've come to realize more and more that you can only play with so many toys. I'm 
also interested in many of the civilian sets over the period even though I 

don't collect any of them. But that doesn't mean that I never come across items 
outside my collecting interest area. I may recognize them for what they are 

or I may not but I usually spot the vintage and don't let them go to the 
landfill. And if the only people who ever look for them are off in some splinter 
group, my heirs will have to send them to the landfill, because I'll never know 
that someone was looking for them. 


A good case in point turned up today. Someone cross-posted an inquiry about 
the conversion kit that turns an R-388/URR into an R-388A/URR. I've had the 
conversion instructions for years but no one on the general lists ever asked 
about it before. 


And most of you who haven't needed them probably don't know that I have the 
bulk of the remaining BC-611 repair parts on the planet, outside of a guy in 
Sicily who has a few. And the largest TM collection outside of Surplus Al and 
another collector whose name I won't mention since he doesn't generally sell. 
But if you ever post an inquiry here for a part or a TM and I have it, you'll 
get a response that won't disturb the rest of the list. 


Next to final comment. Two or three of us on this list are also dealers 
(involuntarily at least in my case thanks to corporate karate). Between us I 
think that we probably have more stuff than Fair. Certainly we all have lot's of 
stuff that Fair doesn't. We all follow the list rules and don't run regular 

ads. But whatever anyone else might claim, the name of the game in collecting 

is to find what you are looking for. And if none of the people who might have 
what you are looking for are where they can hear your request, you aren't 

going to get it. 


Final comment. Most of the preceding was explicitly hardware oriented. But 

it applies equally to information. Most of us are interested in much more 

than what we have the time, space or funds to actually collect. In my opinion, 
splinter groups are as bad for information dissemination as they are for 
hardware distribution. So let's stick together here and have a good time doing 
it.

In Dayton, on Sunday morning, one plays the averages. I offered $10 for 
an item in a CBer's estate on the fact it had an all metal National dial 
and an 80 rectifer. It came home, in '01, and spent two years in the 
attic. Last night I found it -- in the April 1939 QST, on page 30, with 
W2AMJ's call on it. I should have asked Frank Lester. 


W5FRS and I thought we had a 5 Meter converter. Hams had 5M until a 
little after the war. But it grid dipped at 10M through the lift top of 
its 14X8X7 crinklebox. I also learned that an 1852 is really a 6AC7 
Since Ken-Rad marked it both ways. I didn't want to disassemble the 
"short leads," around the sideways, top-capped tube to learn its name, 
but now I know it's a glass 6k8. I'd never seen one nor a set of the 
National PB-16/XB-16s that hold the coils. I assume the 5M coils were 
lost. I also assume the original builder had them since this is a very 
close copy of Lester's rig which was itself a Beta model 


W2AMJ spoke on "A Superhet Converter for 5- and 10-Meter Reception" at 
Chicago in '38. He elaborated it for QST and later into a commercial 
product as well But this one is an older-than-me treasure I'm cleaning 
up to show persons who will be more impressed than my 14-year-old 
daughter. 


So how is it again that you make black crinkle shine? I don't expect to 
see three more National PB-16 plugs to put it on 5M, but a few years ago 
a pal altered all my stuff for the return to 56-60 mc anyway. When I 
see him, or Frank Lester, I'm going to ask why this kind of oscillator is 
called a "“minute-man superregenerative" ina box that just tunes the 
28 mc band down to 5.7. 


So boys, and girl, let that HB stuff sit for a while before you take it 
down for parts. The one thing you know for sure is that you just never 
know for sure.
